Menominee— Fisheries 
surveys 
of six southw estern 
Menominee 
county lakes has resulted in de­ 
velopment of one as a tro u t lake, 
a recommendation t h a t three oth ­ 
ers be fished m ore heavily, and 
consignment of th e othe r two to 
oblivion. 
Four and a half acre Linnbeck 
lake near Banat, one of the brown 
w a t e r lakes of th e Little Shakey 
river drainage system, Is the one 
found suitable for trout. 
Miscel­ 
laneous species of fish were clean­ 
ed out of it last fall,

trout are established, creel cen­ 
sus checks can he used to deter­ 
mine fu tu re sto ckin g needs.

research, 
which made all the surveys at the
